Valhtt.v, July 17- — The court martial ap- 
pointed to try Cupt. tho Hon. Maurice 
A. Bourko, Stall" Commander Hawkins 
Smith aud tho surviving oflicora of tho Urit- 
isli buttleship Victoria, sunk in collision 
with the British battleship Cainperdown olF 
Tripoli, Syria, on J-ine 23, opened to-duy 
on board H.M.S. Hlbernia, the flagship of 
Kear-jfdniiral Richard Tracey, admiral 
superintendent ot the Malta station. All 
the survivors wero on board tho Hibernia 
at nine tliis morning, and shortly thereafter 
tlie proeuedingn opened. Tlie prcaidiiit 
of tho court martial is Vice Ad- 
miral .Sir Michael Culme Seymour of, 
II. M .S HawUe, who aueceeiled 
Vice .Admiral Sir (Jeorgo Tryon as com- 
mander in-chief of the ModiLerranean 
ei|U.iilrnn. Captain Alfred \V. Winslow, by 
order of tho Admiralty, appeared us proae- 
outor. The other oliicera who havebi en de- 
t;iiled ua members of tho court are : (Japtain 
A. r. Lake, eeuior offijor at Gibraltar; 
Captain Charles Jobnaloue, ot tho Camper- 
down; Captain I'elham Aldrieh, of the 
H.iv.'!'.e; Captain Willertou C. Ktralake, of 
the Coloaaubj Captain Robert F. Hammick, 
of the Triumph; Captain William A 1). 
Aekland, of the Edgar; and Captain E F. 
Jell'roy of tho Hood. The judge advocate is 
Secretary Riokard, private secretary to 
Vice-Admiral Culmo Seymour. 

Captaiu ^ Bourko objected to Captains 
.lohnstono and Aekland silting on trial, 
baaing his objection on tho fact that they 
were present at the time of tlie dia.ister, 
and also on the further fact tliat they had 
been summoned to testify on behalf of the 
prosecution. The court allowed tho ohj-jo- 
lion, and Captains Johnstone and Aekland 
were replaced by Cuptuio Gerald C. Liing- 
ley, of the Arethusa, and Captain Reginald 
N. Coustanop, of the Phaeton. Captain 
Bourke objected to Captain Coustance on 
the same grounds as in the oase of Captains 
J ohnstone and Aekland. The objeotioo was 
also allowed and Captain Charles Gray Rob- 
inson, of the 'Trafalgar, was appointed in 
place of Captain Constance. 

Capt. Bourke was plaoed-on the stand in 
his own defence. He repeated the story of 
the accident as already told. In substance, 
he said he and Stall' Commander Hawkins 
Smith went to Vice-Admiral Tryon's cabin 
and received their orders from him as to the 
manauVres to bo carried out. Cupt. Bourke 
repeated tho conversation that took p'a e 
rogardine the distance from each other to be 
ubrcrved by the ships, and how the vice- 
admiral, after liaving oriniually fi.'ced tlie 
distance at six cable lengths, agreed with 
the suggestion of the stall' commander that 
itshoulilbe eight cable lengths. Siibse- 
(juently when signals were set the lligs de- 
signated six cable lengths, and when the 
vice-admiral'a attention was called to this 
fact, he said they were to remain so. 

Cupt. liiiurke added that when he saw, 
after llie ships be^an to swin^ towards cacli 
other, that there was not aullioient dialiuico 
between them to allow the evolution ord- 
ered, ho asked permission to reverse the 
port screw, in order that the ahip should 
make a shorter turn. This waa given, and 
subsetiuently both engines were ordered full 
speed astern. It waa too late, however, to 
avoid disaster. The Victoria had turned 
I'J or Ki points when the Cunipordown 
struck her. Capt. Bourke described i.t 
length tho elforts made to save the ship 
after the collision, and said his dispatches 
to the admiralty, fully described all the 
details of the disaster. He had no com- 
plaint to make regarding the conduct of any 
of the survivors. Capt. Winslow, prose- 
cutor, asked tbn survivors if they objcotpd 
luanything in Capt. Bourke's narralive'of 
tho disaster, or if they had any charges to 
make against any one. All the survivors 
ansivered "Nothing," In chorus. 

Capt. Bourke displayed extreme reluct- 
ance to say ivhat passed between himself 
and Admiral Tryon, if he had lived, might 
have ((UttliQed tho report of the conversa- 
tion. In replying to further questions put 
by tho prosecution, he says that ho was atop 
the forechart house when tho first aigual 
wuB hoisted. He did not then say anything 
to Admiral Tryon, who was talking jocular- 
ly with the BtalV commander about oilier 
matters. He did not remember about the 
signal to turn inwards bcigng hoisted, lie 
explained that tho Victoria's turniut; 
diumeter at the ordinrry speed of tho fi jet 
was just under six hundred yards with the 
extreme helm at I!.") degrees. The helm whs 
usually used at 'JS degreos, and gave an 
estimated circls at SllO yards. Tho Cam- 
perdown's turning circle was practically the 
anmo. 

Capt. Winslow, tho prosecutor— "Did you 
ask permission ,to reverse the port screw 
when the signal was hauled down " 

Captain Bourke—" Directly after tho 
mgua\ was hauled down and the helm put 
over, the ship having swung about two 
points with the extreme helm, I addressed 
the Admiral thus: "We shall oome very 
close to the Camperdown. " Then I turned 
to my aide do camp, Middle Lanyon and 
told him to take the Camperdown's distance. 
To tho best of my recollection, when I ad- 
dressed the Admiral, he looked up but made 
no reply. After I spoko to Lanyon, 1 added 
tho remark to him, " We had better do 
something, we shall come very close to the 
Camperdown. " All this time wo were 
turning. Receiving no answer I again ad- 
dressed tho Admiral repeating ciuickly 
two or three timea. " May I go astern 
full speed with tho port screw ?" At last 
tho Admiral said, " Yes." The port screw 
was immediately started full speed aatern. 
Very shortly afterward I ordered both 
screws astern. I cannot aay exactly what 
was tho relative bearing ot tho two veaeela, 
but the Camperdown certainly was on the 
starboard bow ; wo had turned eight points. 
The approximate time between hauling 
down of the signal and tho cuUision was 
three and a half to four minutes. At the 
moment of tho collision I cannot say, how- 
over, what the engines were doing. The 
ship's way had not been cheeked appre- 
ciably. Directly after the collision .the 
ouginos were stopped. 

(iaptain Bourke was examined at groat 
length concerning the Victoria's bulkhead. 
He explained, with the aid of models, ex- 



actly wh»t was done and what was tho 
nature of tho damage. He gave an order, 
he said, to close the gunports, but thought 
it was not executed. The Commander-in- 
Chief had at onoo hailed tho Camperdown, 
he said, and had ordered her to go astern. 
Everybody had come up from below except 
the poor fellows in the engine-room. He 
himself had been the last to come up 
He had heard that no order wos given for tho 
eayiueera to cuiiie up. Ho should say that 
ten minutes elapsed between the collision 
and the sinking. The greatness of the mor- 
tality bad been partly due to the fact, he 
tbougbt, that m»ny stokers and marines were 
unable to swim.. Nobody believed the end 
was so near. 

Continued Capt. Bourke " I myself did 
not suppose that the vessel would turn 
over ". After describing the splendid be- 
havior of the men and the wonderful self 
control di8|ilayed by them, when they fell 
in on deck, Captain Bourke said: I believe 
the commander gave no orders. Just at 
the last Lieutenant Seath gave the 
order to jump. His words were 
" Suuve qui pent I" Roughly estimated, he 
said the Victoria tvas sixty fathoms lung. 
Ho lh<un;ht she must have struck bottom in 
going down bead lirat. Tho shock of atrik- 
iiig lho bottom wiia ao treiiioiidoua us to 
cause her boilers to go to piecoa. Tlieu 
there came a great swirl of water, currying 
tire wreckage which struck the men in the 
wa'er. 

Cupt. Bou'ke said ho could not but tliiuk 
that Slime of. tho men were caught by alio 
ship when she turned over. Hia impre.-aion 
waa that the Victoria turned atraiglit 
over to s arbourd, After describing at 
at great li'iigth the perils of the 
men sucked down in tho swirl and bat- 
tered by the wreckage, which rendered 
swiiutning exceedingly diflicult. Captain 
liourke expresaed the opinion that more 
woulil have been euved had the Victoria 
sunk gradually insteiul of suddenly turning 
over. As it wm, ho said tho men on the 
starboard side liud only a very remote 
chance of get ting clear. It is reported this 
evening that lust January Admiral Tryon 
issued an order to tho t llect that when lho 
literal obedience of a signal would cause a 
collision, or any other disaster, tho officers 
in comuiund of the vessels involved'should 
act upon their own responsibility to avoid 
the danger. Risks justiSdble in war, tho 
Admiral is reported to have said, were not 
justifiable in pcuce.

HAWAIIAN IaL.\NDS. 

Tlic Hetuoval of a beper Colony— Consiiiracy 
Cases— Xlie Ex-Quoeii's Cause. 

IIoNOLULti, July 7. — The steamer V.'aid- 
leale arrived on July i bringing fifteen 
lepers and an official dispatch to the Gov- 
ernment from the expedition sent to the 
valley of Kalalau, giving an account of the 
capture of tho leper murderer of Sheriff 
Stolz and the removal of the remaining 
lepers from the island to Molokai. Late 
news reotived from Kalalau stated that tho 
troops and police were advancing u{i the 
valley / and were shelling the under- 
growth with a Krupp howitzer as they 
advanced, in hopes ot driving tho haluuco of 
the lepers out. Orders have been given to 
shout the lepers on sight, tho forty-eight 
hours' grace for surrender having expired 
half un hour before the steamer Waidleulo 
loft. On July 5 orders were forwarded by 
the steamer Lvulanu to bring the lepers in 
dead or alive. Another report says that 
Koolau and tho lepers are surrounded in 
camp on a hillside, und a b.ittio is immin- 
ent. If an attack is made some are sure to 
be killed. President Dole announoos that 
the government will hereafter carry out a 
strict policy of segregation. 

On Monday, July 3, Judge Carter hold 
T. B. Walker and Archibald Sinclair, two 
of tho conapinitors, for trial before' tho 
August term of tho Supreme Court. K C. 
Crick was diachurged. Tne Royalists claim 
that the arrests have not airccted the ex- 
Queen's cause, but the general opinion is 
that they have broken the back of the op- 
position to the Covernirieut. Crick, the 
discharged conspirator, has threatened tho 
Government with the vengeance of England.

Ihe steamer Queen, which arrived down 
from AUsku with a lurgo excursion party, 
latt evening, brin(;a word that quantities of 
wreckage piokod up to the westward of the 
Alaska peninsula have been positively iden- 
tified as belonging to the S'»n Franciago 
schooner Helen Blum, and that vessel, cur- 
rying twenty -six of a crew, has now been 
given up as lost with all hands aboard.

The.MlnlBtfr of the interior Pays His "First 
Visit to VlotorlB-Kature of His 
BiuluesB. 

Hon, T, M. I)ftly, Minister of the Interior, 
who has arrived from Ottawa on official 
business, is S gUest . of Lieut. -Governor 
Dewdncy. He is accompanied by Deputy 
Minister A. M. Burgeaa, Indian Conimis- 
aioner Reed of the Korthweat Territories, 
and his private secretary, Mr. Hume. 

Mr. Daly in facial appearance resembles 
his late father, the veteran Thomas Mayne 
Daly, who, for many years, was the popular 
repreeontativo of North Perth in tho Hociso 
of Commons and tho energetic whip of tho 
Conservative party in tho days antecedent 
to 1S71. Moreovor, ho was one of tho 
warmest supporters of tho late Sir John 
Maodonnid, his devotion to whom and 
whoso fortunes wero upon numerous occa- 
sions sirikincly manifested. 

Hon. Mr. I)i>ly has cotno to Victoria to 
look into a number of matters tliat recjuire 
special jiprannal attention, among thorn the 
Songhees reserve, tho Railway belt, and 
other i.-auea whoao iiujuiry has been forci- 
bly impressed upon tho authorities.

OOOn OUT OF EVIL. 

It at ono time appeared aa if the Chris- 
tian Endeavor gatberint; in Montreal would 
be more likely to be productive of atrife 
among those who profess and call theni- 
aolves Christians in Canada than promotive 
of peace and harmony. At one of the meet- 
ings the Rev. Sumatroo Viahnia Karniarker,, 
described aa a Hindoo cler>;j'inaD, made 
some observations most oCTensive to Roman 
Catholics. The remarks of this convert to 
Christianity were repeated and published. 
A number of persons not by any means re- 
markable for their piety, resented this at- 
tack on the Catholic religion. However, 
sensible Catholics and judicious Protestants 
spoke and aoted in such a way as to convince 
the public that the person who made the 
offenaive remarks, and the men who tried to 
raise a disturbance on aooountof their beint; 
made, had neither the countenance nor the 
approbation of the great majurity of their 
reapeotive co-religiouists. As good feeling 
a, noDg the majority hud not been distuibed 
peace was soon restored. The spirit dii>- 
played by all well-disposed Protestants and 
Citholics on the occasion was nioat credita- 
blo to thorn, and' slioiva that in apite of all 
di-itu(bing forcci, toleration and nuruil 
appreciation and rejpect are j»rowiug among 
tho religious denomioations Into which the 
population of Canada is divided. The Mon- 
troll Witness, which, in matters relating to 
religion, has not always been considered a 
model of liberality and tolerance, was am ng 
tie first to deprecate the action of the Hin- 
doo controversialist, and to ackoowiedgo tlic 
kindness and the courtesy of the Ufttholics 
of Montreal. It snys, in an article beaded, 
" Discords Amid Harmony :" 

The unusual feeling shown at the remarks 
of the Eindoo speaker is not without special 
reason. The meetings which have jast 
olosi d have been forced upon the attention 
of our separated brethren as Protestant nieet- 
inga seldom aro. The immenay iiivuHion of 
our city has riqiiircd that the hn.spitiility of 
Human (^alliolica alinuld be cull, d upon, and 
it must be cor.feased that it has been tnoat 
heartily accorded. Further, the places of 
niculin;,' were public placea. The drill shed 
ai d the f'liui.ip de Mara both belong to the 
Homan Cat li(dic aa much as to tho I'rotes- 
tant ciliz,:iia, and are, theretore, not tir, 
placea for iriitalinf,' controversy. We arc 
certain that our Roniaii Catholic citiz Mia, aa 
a whole, are no more reHjioiiailjIe for tho 
tumult than we .''liould be if a Roman 
Catholic gat heriiig or institution were dis- 
turbed, and we have heard of Biich things 
where the turbulent element was of I'rotea- 
tant coinplexion. Another thing which wo 
hope will be made thoroughly plain to our 
Roman Catholic friond.i ia that tho manag- 
ers of the Cliriatian lOodeavor gathering 
have no sort of reaponaibility for or connec- 
tion with the parade of young men who 
patrolled the streets during the meetings, 
some of wh^ continued their march longer 
than there waa any apparent excuse for 
their being out. 

The Montreal (Jiizetto, conimeuling upon 
tho unpleasant episode, said : 

Protestant Montreal has good reason to 
bo pleased with Catholic Montreul, itsCalli- 
olic Mayor and its (/atholio clergy for their 
demeanor during the Chriatian Endeavor 
convention. To tho kindliness, courtesy 
and tuot of Miyor Ueejardins we are all 
greatly indebted. The seasonable worda 
and truly Cnristiao spirit of His Worship in 
greeting the visitors did much to disarm any 
prejudice that might be awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to manifest itself. • * • 

It was unfortunate that, from a quarter 
least of all, ono would have thought, 
likely to yield occasion for ofTenco 
there came a sound of discord which, 
under leaa favoralilo circunnlancea, 
might have been the preludo to gravest 
consequences. Had the diaposition of the 
Mayoi and Ojuncil, the Catholic clergy and 
thd moat ii llnoniial portion of the Otiiolic 
laity l)eeii lehs eiu'dial, tiioro rolieent and 
more critical, who cun say what diauBtrous 
conlllct, hurtful to the repute of our city 
and attend, d. perliupa, with fatal injury to 
cilizi'ua and visitors, niiglit have followed 
tho ill-timed and entirely uno,Uli:d for 
words'; Wo Iiavo all UiU'di to ho gr.itoful 
for that tho action of tho C. IC. loidurs, tho 
authorities and tho batter class of the olti- 



zpns checked tho initial temptation on tho 
ptrt of the unruly multitude to reseat what 
was deemed an insult to a oherisbed oreed. 

The Toronto Mail which iti these days is 
not by any means too friendly to French 
Ciinadiaii Roman Catholics gives tho Mayor 
of Montreal and tho iutelligent part of the 
population of that city credit for the liospi- 
tality and kindaess with which the .visitors 
of the Christian Badeavor ' Society were 
treated. It says: ^ 

The Christian Endeavor ConvAntion in 
Montreal began happily, but ended with a 
display of fanatioiam ou the part of out- 
siders which, to say the least of it, was 
birbarioin the extreme. Nothing could 
have excelled the kindness and courtesy of 
Mayor Desjardins, iin enlightened public 
man, who, reoogii'zing in tho delegates fel- 
low oitizans and foreign guests, sot aside 
for the rooinent religious differences, and 
offered to the aaaemblage in the name of all 
nlasaes in the community a hearty wel- 
come to the metropolis of the French prov- 
ince. The M.iyor undoubtedly echoed the 
views of tho educated resul nts of Montreal 
of all creeds Hid tho sentiments which 
fell from hia Wnrt'liiij'a lipa pernu'aled the 
entire body pdlitic, the scenes of I'riday, 
Saturdiiy aud Sunday would not have been 
enacted 

As tho reader sees, tho tone of tlicjo iirti- 
clea is admirable. It is cheering to observe 
that an uapleaiantneaa, which might easily 
have become serious, and made the ground 
of an irritating diGTerence between Pro- 
testants aid Catholics — not in Montreal 
oidy, but in all parts of tho I) minion — is 
thr uigli tho good sense, the good feelicg 
and tho forbearance of those ohitily con- 
cerned, likely to become the means of draw 
icig them ohssr together, and of causing 
then/ to think more highly of eaoli other. 

SFFfOrJVa SdHOASM. 

The report that Runaia is aljout to tako 
the United States iiiidcr her pruteclioii, 
a[, pears as alj.nird to American readers as it 
does to Canadian. lololligent men among 
our neighborEi, see that Great Britain and 
the United States have too much in cnm- 
nvn, their intercourse is too close, ond their 
interests aro too intimately interlaced, to 
ncrniit of tlieir quarrelling about anything 
except a matter of the very greatest im- 
portance. The idea of Republican Am- 
erica preferring despotic Russia as an ally, 
to free and constituiional Great Britain, is 
too wildly absurd to be entertained by well- 
irdormed men on either side of tho national 
boundnry lino that separates Canada from 
the United States. The report we have 
alluded to, was intended to impresa the 
moat ignorant and most unthinking class of 
newspaper readers, who greedily swal- 
low without enquiry, everything in the 
shape of a war rumor that appears 
in tho newspapers. Tho Seattle Telegraph 
comments in a sdrcastic vein on tho wonder- 
ful story of an allianoe, ofTensive and de- 
fcnsivo, between Russia and the Uuited 
States against Great Britaia. This is part 
of what it says : 

Some ingenious creature has discovered 
that Russia and the Uailed -states are about 
to form an alliance for the purpose of 
thrashing England. It must be obvious to 
the mosc cabual observer bow very many 
more interests this country has in conunoD 
with Hus ia than with England. Coinmor- 
ci.dly, for example, in ihe liist place. 
Ku-sia buys from us every yea.' Ihe vast 
aini.unt ol SIO 00(1,0(10 worth of merchandise, 
while Ki'gland and her p"-ae.>.>,inn« only luko 
the pull ry value of . S;mO, 000,000 With 
tiieir usual Rra^pillg dii-poaition England 
a'ld her poasea-iniis take every year more 
th'in hall of everything which we have lo 
B-0, whilo maj^nanimnua Russia is con- 
t lit with about one jier cent, of the 
whole. It is Hiirely our du'y to unite 
with generou) Russia to ainaah grasping 
Kngland. Then when wu liavo any en- 
teiprisea in this country which need 
money to devel.ip them, England wiih 
her customary aelliahnoBS sends ua over tho 
cush, while P.usaia locks her gold up in her 
aiifts to ub to have it ready to expend in 
lit^hting the Fatherland of a largo and most 
worthy HI cl ion of our populat ion We are 
so much more in sympathy with Russian 
liberty than with Ke/dish tyranny. Tho mild 
uud gentle rule of the Czir stands out in 
suoti shining contraat to the bloodthirsty 
admtaiatration of Victoria. So striking is 
theooutrast that it is told that the Cziro- 
witoh wept aa he atood in London with the 
rnyal family of England and saw tens of 
thousands of people pass singing loyal songs 
only a few feet away. He missed tho t'entle 
cari sses of dynamite. The fact that a royal 
family feared nothing from the p-oplu waa 
too much for this young mm. Clearly it is 
iiur (in y to smash the country which toler- 
ates such freenom of iotei r.ourse between 
tlio.se who wear the crown and tho people. 

Tho Telegraph is also amused at the ex- 
t raordioary description of the garrison and 
fortifications of E-quimalt. This creation 
of the imagination of the telegram manu- 
facturer is truly wonderful. It must raise 
him very lugh in the estimation of all ad- 
mirers of works of fiction. 



THE ARMY BILL PASSL'D. 

Tho young Ivnperor William II. evi- 
dently uiuluratands the' German people 
better than do tho oldest politicians of tho 
difTsrent parties. It was generally ex- 
pected in Germany, as well as in other 
countries, that tho Emperor would only 
hasten the defeat of tho Army Bill by dis- 
solving tho Reichstag and appealing to tho 
people at the polls Tlie ICmperor'.s enomiea 
oponly rejoiced when they found that a dis- 
solution had been determined upon. They 
believed that the result of the appeal to the 
country would bo the humiliation of the 
Emperor and their triumph. But the re- 
sult is ttltogothor different. It is they who 
are humiliated and it is tho limperor who 
triumphs. The Emperor's victory ia the 
more signal as It is admitted that he did 
not interfere in the elections. The hand of 
tho Government was not seen in the movo- 
menta of the campaign, neither was its io- 
llueuoo unconstitutionally or even unfairly 
exercised. 

It is said by some that since tho olocion 
Chancellor Caprivl lias been at work form- 
ing combinations calculated to strengthen 
tlio Government in the Reichstag. If this 
has been the caae, ho has operated silently, 
secretly and with groat rapidity. There 
has been very little Lime sinuo tho olecliona 
to negotiate. The probability is that tho

Government has treated the parliamentory 
factions as it did the constituencies — left 
them severely alone. It is well known in 
Germany that the Government is for pence 
abroad and for good order at homo. Tho 
election showed all thoughtful men that in 
order to ccure peace and good order the 
Government must be supported and streng- 
thened, and it is likely that tho Kinperor 
and his Government depended more upon 
this conviction to obtain a majority for his 
bill than upon scheming and intriguing. 
Tho manly and dignilicd speech which he 
made at tho openiug cf the Reichstag con- 
firniB this impression. Consequently, the 
Government being able to carry its 
Army Hill a few days after the 
meeting of tho L?gi^l.»ture without 
an apparent etr.irton its part baa created no 
surprise. Tho debate woa'a lively one, but 
the dilTdrcnt factiona did not so much dis- 
cuss the Army Bill as they discussed each 
other. There seems to have been no doubt 
from the lirst as to what would lie tho de- 
cii-ion of the Reichstat; on the meaHure. Its 
passage is regarded with satisfaction, not 
only hy the muj irity of Germans, liut by 
far the larger part of tho peace-loving in- 
habitants of Europe and America. It is 
believed that it will do much to place the 
peace of Europe on firmer ground than that 
on which it has rested of late, and civilized 
men in these diiya do not re^'"''! '''O pros- 
pect of war and revolution with pleasure. 
They believe in ptacu and aro ready to do 
anything that is reasonable to secure it. 
The Reichstag was prorogued almost im- 
mediately after it had passed the Army Bill/ 



THE THUS TEES' CHOICE. 

Tho Times seems to think that Jhc Scliool 
Trustees did very wrong when they pre- 
ferred the set of plans whloh their advising 
architect placed third in his list to the set 
to which ho had allotted tho second place. 
In doing this the Tiusteea did not "rej-ict 
Mr. Fripp's judgment." They did -^"l 
accept plans which tliearchitect had rejected. 
They accepted the plans which ho hud 
reuommonded, but in their judgment num- 
ber 8 plan suited them bettor than number 
5 15. Thoy wore at perfect liberty to make 
tho choice. In doing so they did not break 
faith with cither the advising architect or 
tho competing architoots. 

It will have to be admitted that there 
were good grounds for the choice they 
made. Bespeoting tho plans they selected the 
arohit^ot suggested no alteration. He had 
pronounced it a good plan as far as tho in- 
ternal arrangements wore concerned. 
With the internal nrrangemont of 
iho building whoso plana woro 
rejected the -'arohitect did find fault, 
and what to many will appear a seri- 
ous fault, as it aSeots the safety of the audi- 
ence in tho asEomblj' room. Ho very pro- 
perly urgod that provision bo niado for a 
second stair. Tho Times says that an addi- 



tional stairway from ono floor to another 
calls for no " radical amendment of the 
plan." The Times is no doubt an authority 
on the subject, but wo rather think that if 
tho editor tried to put an uddi 
tional stairway in a completed sot 
of plans, he would before bo had 
finished bo surprised to find how " radical" 
the amendment was, and what a number of 
alterations it would render nocessary. At 
any rate, in tlio judgment of the Trustees, 
the assembly room on the ground 11 lor, with 
sufileient moans of exit in case ot danger, 
was a preferable arrangement CO having the 
assembly room in the attic with only one 
stairway leading to it. It seems to 
us that senaiblo people, whether they 
-agree with the Trustees or not, will under- 
stand how men having no end to serve hut 
the public interest, would decide as the 
Trustees have done. It ia a pity that the 
Timeii could not, for once, admit that men 
who serve tho public con do their duty 
honestly and conscientiously.

A Cliauge of Roifta ProiiDsctl by the 
Victoria iiiiil Sklucy 
Jiailway. 

Aldermen McKillijun, ?>clyca, Styles, 
Bragg, Miller, Henderson, Uaker and Munn 
wore preaent at last night's regular weekly 
meeting of the City Council, and Mayor 
Beaveii occupied the chair. 

Ou the recommendation of the I'lnunoe 
Committee the sum of gliOV 70 waa ordered 
to be p lid to W, Ridgeway Wilson for draw- 
ings und speciScatious made of certain 
buildings, including those of the isolation 
hospital and other buildings at tho quaran- 
tine station. 

The Council discuaaed the priicticability 
of ordering this item paid, it being in part 
payment ot a contract the requirements of 
which are nor ua yot wholly o nnplutod. 

Alii. Bki.vka deiired further information 
respecting tlie miioinu ol the bill presented 
tor koooing prh^juiiera. lie tliini;;iit it waa 
exceaaivo, und claimed that the city was 
paying the (Jovernment too much. He said 
he Imd it upon very good authority that the 
coat of keeping each prisoner was not more 
llian tweniy cents a day, while tile city 
nniat pay fifty cents, 

.Mayoii Bkavk.s favored a ohiingo in tho 
matter; if lliti oity was paying too much for 
this purpose one could be nude, but this 
change it was praotioully impossible to make 
at the present time, 

.Ald Bklyba objected to the city being 
obarKed tbe same rates for terra cotta sewer 
pipes that were in vogae three years ago, 
and intimited that a pri/ate party could 
procure ibe same material at a much loA'er 
rate Thia waa occ laioiied hy the preaenta- 
lioii of a bill for pipe puichuoed by tbe City 
Kogiofer. 

ALU Baker held that the prices here 
were aalowus or lowerthan iaSan Francisco, 
und wero not exorbitant, and tho board 
ordered tbe bill paid. 

Ali) Mi i.l.Kit favored laying the reportof 
the electric liglit conmiitteo ou tho table 
until a iniuority report could be prop.ired 
lie stated that he bad not been consulted in 
regard to tho icport, wliichhedecldredshould, 
as a matter of cuurteay, have been referred 
to him for hia signature. 

" The committee would be glad to exte^ld 
tho okct;ric light aervice," aaid Aid. Mc- 
Killican, "including Victoria West, but 
although wo havo been active in our en- 
deavora, tho ratepayers liavo failed to sig- 
cLfy their desires by voting in tavor of by- 
lawa framed to give them tho relief they 
wish." 

Ali>, HK.NDEit.80N f vvored the division of 
cluster lights ou some of tho high poles, and 
did not consider several electric lights on a 
mast as cffeotivo as the aame number of single 
lights dis' ributed over an area. 

Ald. SrrLK.s expressed hiqiself as being of 
the same iiiiudaa the preceediug speaker. 

Ai.i) Bakek desired to hear what was td 
be done with tho appropriation of nearly 
Si) 000 for electric lighting put poses. 

Ai.n. Belvka asked tliit cue light com- 
mittee furnish an estimate of tho cost per 
light on » basis of the expense met with last 
year. 

Ai.i). Millek's motion to lay tho report on 
the table, was carried. 

Mavor Heaven reported thst Caretaker 
Thomas, of the cemetery, had been pro- 
nounced of unsound mind, and that Mr, 
HjirrisoD, who had been aetiog in bis stead, 
bad allowed a Chinese to be interred with- 
out a burial permit duly signed by the 
Health OlSoer. In explanation, Mr, Har- 
rison had said that Mr, Story, wbo had 
charge of the burial, proniised to bring the 
ponnit when he returned to the ' cemetery. 

Ald. Miller explained that the Health 
Ollicer waa out of town at the time and 
none could li ivc been procured then, and ho 
did find aerioua fault with the eiretakor. 

Ald. Mu.n.v atateil that the amallpn.x 
epiilt inic ot last year had its atari in China- 
town, and referred to tbe diliiculty in locat- 
int; the iliaease l ('hioese. .Since that time 
Dr. Duncan, tho health ollicer, had insisted 
that every Chinese who died ahuuld be ex- 
amined hy him, and, under all the circum- 
taiieea, tho alderman considered tbe error a 
grave one. 

The mutter was referred to the sanitary 
committee for in veal igation and to ascertain 
who wua to bliino for the misiuUo. Tho 
commit^tue waa given power to Dame a suo- 
ceaaor to Mr. Tiioinas wbo is now confined 
in an asy luni. 

A resolution was introduced giving per- 
mi.ision to tho Victoria & Jvcjuiinalt Tele- 
phone conipiny to crtot; two polos In front 
i.f property on Government street owned by 
Hon. A. De Cosmos. 

Ald 1j1-;lvEi\ approved of the resolution 
but ilid noi tavor liie addition of a rider 
which would give the city tho privilege of 
making use of the company's poles. He 
said the telephone c impaoy hud no more 
right to permit the ciiy to string wires from 
thii poles than they had to make the same 
offer to a tramway. Tbe comoany had no 
right to give away that which they had no 
power to dispose of. Their power waa limited 
to wires for telephone purpoaes and were 
the poles used for another purp iae by others, 
i ny one would have the right to bring an 
action against them. 

Ald. Mcnn took a similar poaition, 

"The ])iilea were put in jioailinn for the 
eom[iui.v'a heiuli:," aai.l Aid. li.k.ir, "anil 
the company douiitleaa proponea to iiiuke 
money out of the venture." He did not 
know wliy tho city ahoubi not make use of 
the poles. Such a step would obviate the 
ncccaaity of more poles being placed on the 
streets, the ueed for whioh would eventu- 
ally come. 

Ald IJitAnc said tho Council should look 
after tho interests of the public, lie did 
not wiah to bo an obstructionist, hut would 
liko the reasons of the company in making 
the offer to he placed in writii g Ho hard- 
ly kuevv how to vote on the matter in order 
t<i do justice to the public and the Tele- 
phone company alike. 

Ald. Styles agreed with Aid, Miller in 
declaring that tb.e matter would have been 
settled three weeks ac;o if the committee to 
which It was referred had properly attend- 
ed to its duties. The resoiniion was ad- 
opted. 

Tho following communication from the 
Victoria and Siilney Railway Company, 
through Robert Irving, its ecorotary, was 
read :

thence ulonB the western bniindary of lot 
8A to the NIC. corner of lot -IS; thence 
through lot .'IS to tho junction of Chambera' 
street and the prooo.ied extenaion of Hay 
Btreet ; thence aiong the line of Bay street 
to Quadra street. 

" ft ia known from aurveya already mnde 
that tbe deviation above outlined would be 
a conaiderablo improvement in respect of 
grades and curvature on the present located 
line between Elk lako and tho city. 

" Tho approval by your honorable body of 
tile aocompanylng plan ia respeotfuUy re- 
quested." , 

Ai.i) .MuNK favored layiagthe matter on 
the table for consideration at a special 
meeting. 

Ai.t). MiLi.Dit thought tbe question should 
be diapoaefl of at once. While he did not 
think the Council could well paaa upon tho 
proposition iniinediately, he waa heartily 
in favor of it. 

Ald KxYLtii believed that a bettor idea 
should havo been given respecting the ter- 
minal point of the lino, and joined with 
Altl, Baker in desiring a conaiileration of the 
project at a later meeting. Mayor Beaven 
favored poating u,) a laotico for at leaat 24 
houra iirevioua to the time of action being 
taken, 80 the imblic might learn when it 
waa to come before tho Council, and thia it 
waa decided to do. The Council then ad- 
journed;

The plana Bubmitted in competition by 
architeots for the two asw acliool buildings 
for Viotocia, the ueeeaslty for which was 
ocoasloned by the soheoU being over-crowd- 
ed, are oa exhibitioD at the Victoria Market. 
Xhia Btep has been taken so thut tho ^cnorul 
public and ratepayers may bo enabled to in- 
apect nil the designs, and during yesterday 
. a large number of peraons called for that 
purpose. 

Mr. Fripp, F.R.I.B.S., who was called in 

by tho Bourd of School Traateea aa au ex- 
pert, lirat reported in fiivor of tho deaigna 
aubniitted l)y the tirni of Soulo & Day, and 
(leclured tho pUu to iipprouoh the aearest to 
perfection o( any Ihiu were presented. Fol- 
lowing is tho iii;acrlpt;ioa : 

The hiiihliu^' conaiata of a main central 
portion, "J.'i feet frontage, with winga on 
either aide, each 27 feet. There aro three 
entrauoea on thu front, one of them in the 
central tower for viaitora and teuchera, and 
one in each w ing for boya and girla ; the 
front also containa two LMitraiice.H, for the 
janitor leading to tho biiaunuiiit, and in the 
rear two entr.mcea from the phiy ground to 
play rooma in tho baaemciit, which are also 
reached from tho inaitlo by ataira in the 
winga. The basement is nine feet in height, 
three feet only being below ground. 

Tho winga are to be used tor aanitary con- 
veniencca, atuira, fuel, heating and venti- 
lating iippiiratua, thua leaving tho nuin cen- 
tral portion for two large aeparate pi ly 
rooma for wot u calhcr, with lij^ht and air 
througli from front to back. Tlie plan ia 
adapted efjually well for whatever Ey.steinof 
heating may be used. Tlu! ground and lirat 
floors ate the same plan, except that over 
the side entrances are teachers' rootna 
The ariaDgement of these floors consists of 
four class rooma, with wide corridors 
running the whole length of the building, 
ft cflasa screen in the centre dividing the 
boya' from the girla' departments. The cen- 
tral entrance and stftiroaso separata the two 
front class rooma and the reception and 
waiting rooms the two rear rooma. The hat 
and coat rooms are in the winga, one to each 
room, between the stairs and class rooms. 
These two floors are each 14 feot^ in height. 

The aaaembly roomis in tho roof, ia reached 
by three ataircaaea and is well lighted by 
lantern lights, being well adapted for exhi- 
bition of achool work. Tho stairs are all 
six feet wide. 

The building ia to he conalructed of brick 
with pressed brick f.iciuaa and atone and 
terracottadreeaings and tho roof slated. Tho 
tower riaua to a height of one hundred and 
five feet. It ia the intention .of the 
authors to face tho building either eaat 
or west, 80 that all the rooma 
may have either morning or afternoon sun, 

llesign No. '2 waa prepared by \V. Ridge- 
way WUaon. The apeciBcationa culled tor 
a building of eight claaa-rooms, and thia 
arohitecl'a designa were for a two story 
building with Kjuare claaa rooms, fo\ir on 
each floor, lighteu on two sides, each with a 
separate oloak room. The aaaembly room, 
capable of seating 5S0 people, ia on the 
ground floor, with three largo windowa on 
the side, and runs up to u height of two 
atories. A gallery across one end will 
seat 120 peraons. Three diatinct entrances 
are provided, the main stairway having a 
width of twelve feet. Kniergency doora 
have also a place in, diflercnt portions of the 
building. The ventilation and heating is to 
be of the Smead-Oowd system, which gives 
a constant circulatiota of fresh warm uir. 
Mr. Fripp recommended no obange in Mr. 
Ridgoway Wilson's plana. 

The design of the building inNo. 2 preaents 
a Bomewhat plainer exterior in comparison 
with the others, but the architeot holds that 
it will answer all the requirements deaired. 

Schrocder & E.vart'B plans were for a 
two-story brick building with an attic, tho 
basement to bo of stone. There are three 
entrancta to the aaaembly room, which ia 
located in the attic. Accomniodationa are 
made fur 00 pupils in each room. Two 
flights of ataira lead to tho first floor and 
are continued up to the attic. There ore 
also atepa leading to the baspinent from two 
aidea. The 8mead Dowd (Rultan) ayatem 
for heating and ventilation is favored. Four 
furnaces with air chambers, ducts, atacka, 
ito. , uDinpletc, are ao arranged as to make 
an e(|ual distribution of hot air posaible, 
there being ono furnace for each aet of 
second class rooma, one being on tho i.'rcjund 
floor and ono ou the floor aliove, wliicli also 
provides for tho aaaembly room in the attic 
and other smaller rooma and corridors. 
There arc also two smaller furnacea oratoves 
required for auminer ventilation. Ample 
play roojns are in the basement. The build- 
ing is inteodod to have stone ashlar to face 
the basemoDt vralla, nod to have stone trim- 
titiiiga for all outside doors and windows ; 
all outside door sills of granite. 

A second design, furnished by tho same 
firm, places the asacmbly room on tho first 
lioor, with three entrances, three IlighlB of 
atepa to tho ground floor and two llighls to 
the floor above. Heating to be of the direct- 
indirect syatcni, three radiators in each 
class room ; cloak rooma to have steam 
coils, each cli.H-i room to have llireo galvan- 
ized iron vent iliicB, open register fiicea near 
thu lloor, all vent flues carried up to the 
attic and gathered into an air tight ateao) 
heated room, provided with aLeani coils to 
raise tho temperature. Freab uir admitted 
to the rooma below, would cause an upward 
draft, and in all rooms the supply of fresh 
air to each pupil, would be 720 cubic, feet 
per hour. 

Mr. T. C Sorliy'a dc-iign waa planned 
broadly upon the linea laid down by tho 
School Board of Loudon, of which sim- 
plicity of arrangement, light and airaio 
leading features, SUhe entrance, twelve feet 
wide, is into a large, well lighted hall 7.S feet 
by 25 feet, out of which four class rooma, 28 
feet by 'H feet, open direct through glass 
doora and screena, ao that complete sufiervi- 
aion and discipline ia tnaiutained. h'.ach 
class room has its separate oloak room ; re- 
ception, teachers' and caretakers' rooms 
complete thia floor. A broad stair, in short, 
easy flights, leads to the floor above, which ia 
urrunged on similar linea. 

1'hcro uro no passages or corridors, croaa- 
walla, screena or any other itnpedirncnts, 
and every portion haa full external light 
and air. The largo aaaembly Imll occupica 
tho whole area of the upper floor, which ia 
treated as a mansard. Tho cellar ia only 
utilized aa such ; tho latrinea heinR placed 
a short distance away from tho buildings 
with the play grounds, aa low, dirk play 
' rooma, boloir the level of the ground, are 
not considered deairablo for young children, 
* Mr. Sorby holds. 

Tho stylo of urohitecturo ia Queen Anno, 
Bomewliat after the 'manner of the l^ondon 
Board aohoola. Thia plan ia radically (lillVr- 
ent from all others, us in tho opinion of tho 
author multiplloity ot • entrances, stairs and 



passi^i^es are antagonistic to good order and 
dicipline, and unneoeaaary in a mixed 
Bchool. 

Mr. Goddard's design originally 
given second place, but eii'iorwarda wua 
placed third. Entering u wide hall or 
corridor from cither front -hi the centre^^of 
thu building, uiiu attiveu at n central oc- 
tagon rotunda, from w'iii.'.h ho at once enters 
the reapoetive class rooitis, each of which ia 
provided wMi two c'loak rooms for boya and 
yirla, and a teaoher'a toilot room, all well 
lighted. The class rooma are thoroughly 
lighted, and all doora placed in tho moat 
favoraldo poaitiona. A cross corridor 
radiates i"roin the central rotunda, with nut- 
sldb er.trancca at each end, thua giving four 
distinct: exits and entrances. The atair- 
cuaos, one at each aide, aro situated in each 
of these corridors, well lighted, of ample 
width and of easy uacent. 

Tho second floor ia aitniJarly treated with 
additional aooomitiodation in tho way of 
recitation room and principal'a room. From 
tJiis floor you ascend to tlio assembly room 
situated on the third or attic floor., a fine 
•capacious room connected with wtitch are 
reception, ladiea' waiting and toilet rooms, 
Gtc. A fault has been mentioned in thia 
design that there is only ono staircase to the 
aaaembly room. Ono really is sttliciont, 
Mr. Goddard claims, as it is only for ono 
floor in height, but a aecond one could lie 
easily added, if thought deairablo. 

The author of No, 7, Mr. Thomas Hooper, 
has atriven to unito sim|)licity with good 
tasto throughout hia design, and hia ex- 
terior viewB show a very pleasing achool 
building, well-balanced and striking. Tho 
class rooms are all well situated and thor- 
oughly and properly lighted — a great dcsi 
deratum. 'The expert haa found fdiult with 
this plan on aooouDt of the class rooms be- 
ing " fenced off" from the staircase by the 
cloak rooma. If the entrances are not im- 
mediately direct to the class rooms from 
corridors, they are cr-rtainly n)uch more 
desirdjly planned than in N'o. S, say.-i 
.\lr. Hooper, and although by the expert 
the staircases are considered too near to- 
gether, the author oonsidera them much 
preferable to the one delineated on No. 8 
plan, flood play rooms are provided, to- 
gi tlier >. ith every other accommodation for 
the children, in the basement. Tho teachers' 
rooms are a iirtio irregular in shape, but the 
architect, who thinks lie has deserved more 
than haa been assigned him, holds that they 
are oonduoive to the external pleasing effect 
of the whole design. 

THE SILVER QUESTION. 



Snnnnavy of ileury Clow.s' Wail Street 
Circniar, Dated New York, 
July 8. 



A Special Session of Confirress tlio 
Uuly Manner of Meetiu^ 
the Sitnatiou. 



Wall street remains unsettled and de- 
pressed. It has plainly passed the crucial 

point of tho crisis ; and tho process of re- 
covery haa set in ; but it proceeds so gradu- 
ally as to make no conspicuoua impression 
upon tho value of securities. The special 
intervention of a group of influential banks 
last week, by taking out a largo amount of 
Clearing House certiticates, had the elTiCt 
of breaking up thn dangdroua atringenoy in 
money; but the aeriouanesa of the circurn- 
atancca which led to that avviiig effort 
caUHCs ycjt to remain a. certain degree ef 
cautionary etroct. .Several cipitaliata of 
high standing and large corporations with 
which they were associated had apparently 
become temporarily cmbarrasaed by the 
difliculty of borrowing. Indeed, the distiuat 
haa been more pervuaivo probably than at 
any previous period since the memorable 
days of 1873 j and the whole difliculty arose 
from misgivings lest the Sherman Act should 
drive us into a suspension of gold payments. 
Thia diatruat became ao positive that noth- 
ing short of immediate steps towards the 
suapenaion of purchaaea of silver could stay 
its f orce,Bnd deferment of thoseatepa produced 
a quick and threatening iatensification of 
the appehension. 

The President's oall for a session of Con- 
gress waa, therefore the only kind of treat- 
ment that could produce any relief. That 
effect it has certainly had ; but there is a - 
limit to what Mr. Cleveland's intervention 
can accomplish. It is known that a month 
hence Congresa will proceed to the conaid- 
eriition of thia nuealion ; and, from auch in- 
veatigalions aa have boon made into tho 
views of iiieinbera of Cungreas, there seems 
to be more than a mere [)robability that tho 
country may bo auvtd from any further 
silver alarm. But in a matter of 
auch supreme importance anything 
abort of ali.Holute certainty ia iuiulli- 
cieiH to cstalilisli ii full return of confi- 
dence. Tlie (|ueation ia a very broad ono 
and raniiliea itaelf through our entire cur- 
rency ayatem, and it will rccjuiro judicious 
handling to insure the (juick conclusion 
which ia above all required and Wbioh it 
may be hoped Conf^'reaa will reach. It is 
possible that tho discussions may verge up- 
on Bensiliva topioa; but that is foreseen, 
and there 18 consequently no disposition to 
take everything for granted, but to ketp 
business within conservative limita until it 
is foreshadowed what aro likely to bo the 
monetary conditions of the future. 

While it ia highly deairablo that Congress 
should pass without delay a bill repealing 
Bo much of the .Shcrniau Act aa provides for 
the [lurchaao of silver, yet considering tho 
uncertain coiupoaition of the Senate and the 
probability that tho "more money" men 
may be found to insist on aomo coinpensation 
or aubsLitute for the suapenaion of the pres- 
ent iaaues of silver money, it is not improb- 
able that contentious may arise from that 
sort of bargaining. It is poasible, however, 
that Such a turn in dehiite, ahonld it bo 
wisely led, might bo productive of much 
good and help towarda a better BCtllement 
of tho general ([uostion. For it is 
not to bo auppoBed that a stoppage 
of silver issues is tho only amend- 
ment the ourrendy Bitnation requires. 
We must have an elasticity in our cur- 
rency that will permit its volume to in- 
crease with the growing business of tho 
country ; and if the new silver issues aro 
stopped without proviaion being made for a 
natural additional aiipply of money, the 
change will be ainiply one from unsound 
inllation to tho oppoaito extreme of violent 
coiiiruction. It would bo neither an un- 
rea.sonaljlo nor an unwholesome demand if, 
concurrently with tho consideration of a 
reiieal bill, tho aeuao of Congreaa should bo 
oouHiilted as to tho procurement of thia 
needful elasticity tlirough uniendmenta of 
tho laws relating to Inuik noto circulation. 

Wero a satisfactory understanding reached 
on that ((Ucslion, it would no doubt niatcr- 
i?lly contribute towarda i.iaiiriiig Lhu cu- 
operiftion of that largo section of tho silver 
party who mainly care for tho way being 
kept open for inoreaaing tho circulation, 
whether through eilver or paper being com- 
paratively iinniatorial to them. Ample do- 
liberation, if controlled by wiao heads and 
directed towarda prudent plana, may afford 
broader and more permanently aatiafying 
resulta than n partial conclusion limited to 
one of tho many points involved. It 



is to bo hoped that some such prospect 
may temper the public patience in waiting 
for the completel action of Corgress ; that, 
however, ncod not and should not prevent 
tho early suspension of silver purchases 
through the pron:pt and simple method of a 
joint resolution, which would avoid much 
dilatory parliamentary wrangling. 

The money market ia steadily working 
into a condition of greater case. The de- 
mand for currency from tho interior has al- 
most ceased, and a few days may quite poa- 
sibly aeo currency returning from the Weat. 
Beaidea which, there ia a reserve reaouroe of 
!i great many millions, which haa been with- 
drawn moat selfishly and dangerously 
from tho banks and trust com- 
panies by savings banks. Beyond 
thia, thoro is an amount, considerable 
In tho aggregate, withdrawn from deposit 
hy private individuals and ultra-conaerva- 
live country bank preaidenta, which may bo 
expected to find its way back into circula- 
tion so soon as the stringency has abated. 
This movement is likely to soon placo tho 
hanks in an easy position, when we may run 
into tl-.o oppoailo extreme of u glut of money 
and low ratea of intereat. Tho preasure 
for diacouuta haa almost entirely disap- 
peared. Little now pajier ia being made, 
and tho stronger and more [irndent fitma 
had inndo proviaion ahead of their wanta 
when the brat aigns of the storm appeared, 
ao that now tho amount of paper offered at 
bank ia quits nominal. 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK.

with renewed depresaion on the atock ex- 
change owing chiifly to unfavorable advicea 
from London, where tho maiketa for secnri- 
tiea wero reported fUt, owing to tho long 
list of failures in banking and morcantilo 
circles on this aide. Tlie " Bears" were 
practically in full control, and hammered 
pretty nuicli everything on the liat, wi h 
more or less bucconh, in the ab.synce of ellec- 
live sujiport on tho "Hull " side. The de- 
cline was ((|ual to .}, to ',Vj pe'r cent. Tho 
pressure to sell was not part icularly heavy, 
till" Pali's for the entire day ai.'i;regating only 
lsr),SS7 shares, including 11,221) unliated. 
There wore a number of ralliea, but tlicy 
failed to hold until just previoua to tho 
oloae, when prices recovered \ to 1.], per 
cent, from the lowest. Tho easier feeling 
in money waa partly ofl'iet by a riac of one 
cent in tho poated rates of sterling ex- 
change. Tho market closed atcaily in tone. 
Closing bids ; Canadian Pacific, U!l ; Central 
Pacific, 1.S.I; Wells Fargo, i;iO; Great 
Northern, preferred, 101; Slissouri Pacific, 
2Si-; Northern Pacific, d'y. Northern Pacific, 
preferred, 27\; North West, DS); Oregon 
Navigation, ,'iO; Oregon Improvtmont, 10;

SPORTS AND PASTIMES. 



Review oF Saturda>'H Great Lacrosse 
ilatch iiiid the liu'itleiits in 
Couutelioii 'J lierewitli. 

Tenuis Touruaiuput at Buiicau— Yacht 
Bace Arrungecl to Take 
Place To-morrow. 



The lacroaae match at New Weatminater 

on Saturday last will long bo remembered 
in lacrosse circles on account of tho exciting 
and brilliant play, and tho contemptible 
malice afterwards exhibited by a number of 
Westminster's residents. The home club 
were moat anxious to win against Victoria, 
and put on B, Macdonald, late' of Winni- 
peg, although that well known player had 
only been a weeli in town. This would have 
lost the match for Weatiiiinster even had 
tliey won, as a player iiuiut have been a 
resident of the town for at. least twenty-one 
days before a match. 

The first game waa oLicQy an attack on 
the New - Westminster llajjs. Three times 
the ball struck the pole uud .bounded out, 
and four or iivfe times their excellent 
goal kiejer blo])ped the rnhker from 
Hoiug throu!;li. Cuiiibridgo finally got the 
ball and ni,do a allot which passed through 
V'ictoria'a defence and aujred The seeorui 
game waa scored for Weal minater, willi 
Victoria's d( fence ail Oiit of place, and only 
the goal-keeper to inti-rfere. Tho third 
game waa also a lucky aooro for Wealnun- 
stiT, Viotoria'a goal keeper having slipped 
and fallen juat as the hiill atruck a few leel 
iu front of the goal and rolled aloivly 
through. The next, four gimoa were won 
lhr<iugli the liuest lacrua«u ever seen in the 
Province. Tin; V'i j loi iiiia sei nitil lo re- 
eo\'er from their" ' 'hooiloo, iind every niaii 
pla}^!'! il hrilliant game. The home, the 
tiiM and the 'iif'-nco ouiinatuhed their op- 
ponents at every turn. The lallcr aluaheil 
anywhere with their sticks, their evident 
desire being lo goad tliein into retaliation 
and thua I1.1V0 them ruled oU'. However, 
everyone kept Ills temper, and the four 
"straight " necessary to win were secured. 
Macnaiighton, Kckardt, Froat and Clark on 
tho home fairly " ruttlod " the Westmins- 
ter defence with the th°ir grand play, while 
Blight, Tite, Martin and Frank Cuilin 
pluyed a maiinificent game on the field. The 
^Victoria defence did not have much to do 
in these four games — it was a defence game 
for the Weatminsteca. 

In the fourth game oocearred the acoident 
that hasbrataded Westminater as ncfair in 
their trea'meutof amateur sport-8, and as 
being malicious because of defeat. Morton 
in checking Lewis, who atambled at the 
moment, struck bim on the bead and made 
a short gash from which the blood flawed 
freely. Lewis immediately fell, and almost 
every man and boy in the audience jumped 
tho fence and, headed by J. Leauiy, who 
was flourishing a heavy stick, made fur 
.Morton. Lewis then got up and attacked 
Morton, and when they were aepurated, lay 
down. Morton waa surrounded by the 
members of the Victoria club, Laaiuy uud 
others threatening violence. The crowil 
yelled at him, and ahouted to tho referee to 
"rule him olt'l" "club him ) " "kill him 

Tlie referee decided that Morton he laid 
off tor that game, and ha went to tho fence. 
Anollier miin replaced Levvia, who wanted 
to conlinuG play, having had his wound 
stitched. This left tho Victorians with 
eleven men against twelve. "Pete" Blight, 
however, hy a clover Bhot, settled the 
game. The Victoria club were appealed to 
by the police, the field captain of the West- 
minsters, und prominent citiz-..'na, to knock 
Morton otr for tho balance of tho inaicli, 
but tho Victorians insisted that ho should 
play, and, in spire of tho policeman's pio- 
lesls that there would be Iruuhle, play be 
did, and ihero waa 110 trouble. There 
wouPd probably have been little trouble 
over the incident, which is but one of a 
series, had not Leamy and other promineni 
citizens and a burly policeman incited the 
crowd by their words and actions to inter- 
fere. 

It was just as the Victoria clnb, who did 
not desire to remain iu Westminster over- 
night, were prepiriug to le^tve for Vanou- 
ver that Chief llualon presented Morton 
with 2. warrant, sworn out by An- 
drew Leaiiiy, and charging him with 
having "attempted to nuiriier" Lewis. 
.Mortun walUeil ariii-in arm u'ith tho Chief 
up tho hilly Blreet to the lockup, accom- 
panied by club members and u crowd of 
men and boya, On the way someone in the 
crowd threw an egg at iMorton. It miastil 
him and atruck tho Chief fairly in the neck. 
This rightly made him mad, and tho thrower 
would have been immediately locked up 
had he been noted. \A hilo waiting at the 
lockup for Magistrate Atkinson, to grant 
bail, Ales. Ewen, J. Armstrong, and other 
well-known citizens called and oll'ored to be 
bondsmen. Members of tho club expressed 
themselves as indignuutat tho position they 
hud been placed in without their sanction. 
Bail was secured as soon as the magistrate 
arrived, and the Vic lorians left immediately 
for Vancouver. 

Stories have been industriously circulated 
to Morton's disadvantage about u bad record 
in the JSiat, etc. These are simply un- 
truths. He claims a f iirreoord all through, 
which will be amply proved. He ia a fast 
runner, a bard check and handles his stick 
well, and so far as Saturday's match ia con- 
cerned, is much worse injured than Lewis. 
Ilia arms and shnubiers are bruised and 
swollen, and Cambridge left a heavy mark 
on his head by a deliberate foul. Mac 
naughton and Clark were also reoipenta of 
severe blows on tho head, intsnded to bo 
serious, Clark having his scalp opened. 
These were from deliberate foula alHo. Ttiey 
refused to retaliate and played their game. 
Others were more or less hurt, but 
none of them appealed to the r<ferei'. 

Lewis ia well-kno ivn among Victoria and 
Vancouver laoro.Hao and football men as a 
hard player. Ifo u-aal.i it all one aided, 
however, and is i]nink to chdm the ali^litcst 
injury ua a foul, ft ia the general opinion 
of Vancmiver and Victr)ria laeroase playeni, 
that hois always catering for aympulhy on 
the field. Liicroaae ia a (;ame where acci- 
dents are to lie expected. It ia almost im- 
possible to get alon,^ without some occur- 



ring. This is I ho history of every game that 
has been played in the three cities since the 
sport was started in thoProvinee. Therefore, 
it is beyond credence that a player should bo 
ehiirged with even conimon assault for an 
irjury given during the progress of a match. 
That the serious charge of attempted mur- 
der should bo made seems ridiculous, were 
it not for the annoyaaoe and notoriety which 
ueoonipuuy it, Ifao .aolioa. must ptuvo a 
serious ii-jury to amateur sport, and ia being 
condemned by lovers of laoroaae and every 
other Athletic game In the three cities.

Jean Baptisto Sooioiy, and Mr. Arthur Tea- 
sior. In brief after-dinner remarks, Mr. 
Mercier referred to the condition of tho 
people of Canada, and said that independ- 
ence was her only salvation, especially ua re- 
gards tho Province of Queceo. Annexa- 
tion England would not grant, and, aa 
Canada stood, she was powerless to make 
any advancement, for that country was un- 
able to make any treaty broad enough to 
suit the oommeroial views of both countries; 
but, if Canada were to become independent, 
she could make treaties with tho Uuitetl 
States, to the advantage of both. Mr. 
Mercier then explained hia position while ho 
was Premier of the Province of Quebec, 
saying that he ulwaya endeavored to pursue 
a policy of true liberality in tho interests of 
the people. 



BLOWN OVER. 

To All .Appearance the Fiimous .Siamese War 
Cloud uo hunger Kxlsts. 

Baxokoic, Slam, July 17.— All is quiet 
and the war cloud seems to have blown 
over. Admiral Ilumann, comm»nder of the 
French naval forces in tho China 
seas, who came here yesterday to try 
to bring about a peaceful solution of the 
(|ueationa which have been agitating the 
French and Siamese, has given the .Siarntse 
authorities assurance that no attack upon 
the city is contemplated. Tlieao aaaurauces 
have been confirmed by cable dispatches 
from Paris. Ou tho other hand tho .Siam- 
ese Government has dgreed to make no dis- 
crimination against tho ships ot the French, 
promising to treat them like tho ships of 
tho other great powers. 

Pahis, July 17. — At a council of ministers 
to-day,' it wus resolved to disavow in the 
chamber any intention to interfere with 
Siamese independence. At the same time 
tho ministers decided that they would 
insist that the treaties between 
Franco and Siam bo respected, and 
that no .intervention on the part of a 
third power should be tolera ed. In 
case it should become necessary to bombard 
Bangkok, warning should be given to foreign 
powers, so as to enable them to protect 
their subjects in that oity. In case Siam 
sh(«ild decline to give complete aatiafaction 
for her ofTence against France's treaty 
rights, the Mekong river will be blockaded.

While Driving In a Uausom Cub. 

London, July 17. — Tho Prince of Wales 
met with on accident this evening which, 
while it hud no serious results, gave him a 
bad shaking up. While the Prince was rid- 
ing in bis private hansom cab through St. 
James street, a vehicle that was coming 
from King street caused the Prince's driver 
to swerve aharply in order to avoid a col- 
liaiun with it. The I'rince's carriage waa 
being driven at a fair speed, ai;d in swing- 
ing out 01 the way of the vehicle, 
turning the corner it einiahcd into 
another hansom cab that v.aa stand- 
ing in carriage rank. T!ic shock of 
tho colliaion was so viul-nt that tho prince's 
hor.'(C3 fell and tho prince him.sMlf was dashed 
against the side of i he hunaon:. Ho was not 
at all seriously irijuicd. He alighted from 
hia cab and walked tho remainder of tho dis- 
tance to Marlbourough house, hia London 
residence.

But instuad of 
teaching a cliild to save everything I 
think it wonkl ho wiser to teach it to 
waste iiotliiiip:. Tliero i.-i no ccoiieiiiy in 
yaviiiL; cvcryl hin^. Indei/d 1 am ctui- 
viiiced hy ohservation that tho habit car- 
lied heyond a certain limit is a foo to 
progrcs.s. To save every thinp; old, I have 
observed, means to acennnilate little 
that is new. 

I have an aciinahitaiice who never 
vrear.sout uv n'ivi's away w L,';iriiieiit. Slio 
keeps all her dre.-^ses, hats, wraps, hits 
of laee, liraiil and trimmings. When a 
dress is out of fashion, she hangs it uway 
in a clolliesiiress or folds it into nil old 
trunk. ^;lv^Il.^' followed this custom 
for years and heiiii,' a lady of means, lu r 
clothespressos and trunks are overflow- 
ing with old silks, satins, velvets and 
laces. 

Last siiVin.i^ when tho season for now 
garments arrived she brought out ami 
ripped up a dozen old gowns and then 
purchased a new panel for one, a now 
waist for another, a bit of triminiug to 
roftu-hish an old jacket and a iiew.iaeket 
on which to use some cdd trimmings. 
The result when eouipleted was not grat- 
ifying in beauty or eeononij-. Aniniig 
the si.x or eight suits prodticcd hy this 
melange of old and new not ono was 
fresh or beeoming, /while the expendi- 
ture had been greater than tho cost of 
throe brand now costttincs would liavo 
been. 

1 have ohserved that tho people who 
save old garments in this manner never 
present a fresh or attractive appearance, 
and they expend more inoiioy on their 
wardrobes than others who buy new. 

It is the same in tho nuitter of house- 
hold possessions. I visited .an old house 
some time ago where everj-thing wore a 
look of decay and ruin. Having occa- 
sion to go into the garret with a member 
of tho family, I discovered .m iimnenso 
pile of rubbish, composed of broken olil 
chairs, frames of broken mirrors, dilapi- 
dated washstands, ragged bed quilts, 
which had bees carefully washed and 
laid away, and a rusty and useless stove. 
A chest in ono corner was filled with 
torn hooks, wliich had neither Ijegiiiiiitig 
por end, photograiihs from which tho 
heads had been torn, a broken Ijiicked 
and dogeared album, half sheets of 
music and pasteboard boxes, some with- 
out covers, and other covers without 
boxes. 

"For what in tho world are you s.iv- 
iug all this riibbishr' I queried. "Why 
don't you sell tho rusty stovo for old 
iron, and the bed quilts to the ragman, 
and make a honfiro of the contents of 
this chest?" 

The lady lifted her liands in protesta- 
tion. "Oh, you destructive creature!" 
she eried. "All these things may come 
handy some day. I always believed in 
saving everything. These pastehoiird 
bo.xes, for in. stance, are handy in case 
you want; to send away a x>hotogriiph, 
and tlie old b<Ml (piilts would be just the 
thing to smother flames with in case of 
fire. There is nothing like economy, you 
know." 

"But tlii.s i.s not economy," 1 insisted. 
""Were you to sell ail this rubljish to the 
ragman and the old iron man, it would 
bring you money enough to buy all tho 
photograph envelopes you desire, ynt\\ 
ready made pasteboard hacks, and hand 
grenades with which to extinguish fire." 

"I never heard of those things," she 
said. 

"No," I replied, "People who have a 
mania for accumulating old truck never 
do keep up with the tiiia.'s." 

If the niiiwii bay were lol't to cnmb'-r 
tho field, no now grass ecjuld g-r(jw— and 
the houses whicli are cumbered with old 
rubbish seiMii nevcjr to bo rofiiniisln d 
and decorated. Tho mind which is bunt 
on saving a lot of useless and shabby old 
things becomes shabby and useless itself. 
It becomes incapacitated fnua eaniing 
and proeuriiiL^ the new and useful. 

I once beard a lumsekeeper of ;i coun- 
try home coiuplain that she had no room 
in tho pantry to projiorly placo her pans 
and dishes. I nnnarlied to her that the 
two upper shelves were loaded with (dil 
medicine bottles, empty pillboxes, bro- 
ken flatirons and noseless teapots, and 
that she had better dig a holo in tla^ 
ground and bury tho whole moss, leaving 
room for lier necessary articles, lint she 
declared herself to bo too ".saving" to 
perform such an act. "Emjity Imttles 
often are haiely," she said, "and I intend 
to havo the Ihitiroiis and teapots mended 
some day." 

"But you never will," I said. "Peo- 
ple who get ill the habit of saving brol;en 
trash never got it mended. And you will 
.never need more than two bottles out 
■of that score. You would be able to 
think mor(! clearly, and your mind 
would not become so tired over your 
work if yuu had these two shidves clean- 
ed olC. Unconsciously to yourself, their 
cluttered condition and the way you are 
obliged to crowd things in consequence 
tax your niontal jiowers." 

I once l-:new a man who .spent hours 
in inching up and .straightening out 
bent pins. He exhibited with prido a 
•cushion filled with tho pins which ho luid 
Tescucd from an iguominiouB fate. But 



he was never able to support his wife 
and family, and his life, despite his 
achievements wth tho pins, was a pitiful 
failure. 

i^child ought to discriminate in what 
should ho saved — to gnvo awaj' or s(dl 
outgrown garments, to mend or destroy 
a broken object and to hum or put in 
the rag bag spiled, frayed, ragged odds 
and ends that can he of no possible 
use to "king or country." Old and use- 
less objects mean old and useless 
thoughts. Kngged and broken object.s 
mean raggedand broken minds. .Clotbes- 
Jiresses and boxes cumbered with rub- 
bish oauso tho mind also to he cumbered 
and crippled in its powers of aeliieve- 
mont ill tho lino of progress. Too much 
saving is as bad as waste.

THE ARMY BILL. 

Adoption of tliii .IIi'iisiii'H by Sixteen Majority 
Tho llidclistag I'riirogued by 
tlU! Kiilser. 

Bkkun', July 17. — The Army Bill paeaed 
the Keluhstag Siiturdiwy uftornooii by a 
miijority ot Bixteeu, the vote stftuding 201 
for to IS.') agniust. After the bill was finally 
adiiptod the Reichstag was declared closed. 
Soon after the Army Bill was put ou its fiual 
paesugo, and after the speaking had com- 
meiioed, it became certain that the op- 
ponenta of the Government nicantibuaincsa, 
and did not intend to lot the measure be 
adopted in a jierfunctory manner. Speaker 
after speaker paid less attention to attacking 
or Bupportiug the bill than to railing at 
politioil opponents. Tho Cliancollor, who 
is suffering severely from inllimed veinS iu 
the legs, listened to tho dlacnsiiion for an 
hour iud a half and then disappeared. It 
was learned aubaoi|iienlly that lie left the 
Hou.se to act the Emperor. ThuKaiaer had 
become impatient and driven u]) to the 
ministers' private entrance, through which 
ho entered the parliamentary building. It 
is understood that His Maj.'aly uryed tho 
Chancellor to have the bill carried through 
the Hou-'o ul once, as ho desired to start at 
once for Kiel, from which place he intends 
to go Bornhohn Island, helonglDg to Den- 
mark. 

Tho Chancellor returned to tho House and 
spr.ke privately to Von Level/, nv, the preai- 
dent, and several inembera, with a view to 
expediting the close of the discussion. The 
stream of talk was still steadily fl iwing on 
with no sign of a check. The Emperor 
called for Freiherr von Stumm Halberg, 
who reported progress. The Emperor left 
tho building befora iba division was taken. 

If the debate to-day, had been short and 
decorous, as was expected, the I''mpenir 
might have appeared in the House to clo.se 
the session. Instead, however, be gave that 
task to tho Chancellor, who read the im- 
perial order immediately after tho passage 
of the bill. He also read a speech from His 
Miiji.'Sty, saying that the federation of gtiv- 
erninenls was highly salialieii with the 
result of the deliberations, and bad linn 
confidence that the Kelobotiig would 
(.Taut the sacrifice recognized as neciiasary. 
Even thi.s, the Bpoech continued, had not 
changed the firm convictions of the federa- 
tion of governments that tho proposed in- 
crease of the army does not go beyond the 
absolute reipiirementa. After reiuling the 
speech the' Cliancellur iiddt;d: "It i.s a 
special plcisure to me to he charged to give 
you the Mmperor's thanka." President 
von Lovet/, iw then called for three cheers 
for the lOiiiperor and they wore given with 
entbusiaam hy all the groups except the 
Socialists, who left the Houae^ bafore the 
Chancellor had finished. 

The initial expenditures arising from tho 
operiitionH of the new military law will bo 
covered by a loan of 48,000,000 marks. 
This loan has been approved by the Budi^et 
Commit tee. 

Tho Opposition organs coDtend that the 
majority of sixteen in favor of the bill is not 
large enough to cause the Government to 
exult, eipeoially as it was won by the Chan- 
cellor giving pledges to the Agrarians and 
Anti-Semites that will certainly give him 
tniiiblo tn fulfil, Uut tho Uovernment, 
with reason, does exult, while its opponents 
fail to conceal their chagrin. Tho vexation 
ami disappointment was plainly manifested 
throughout to-day's hostile epeccbes. The 
Emperor is delighted at tho passage of tho 
bill, and rumor has it that he will confer 
upon Chancellor von Caprivi the dignity of 
prince. 

Eistcrn affairs arc again exciting anxiety 
in tho (iernian foreign oflice. Reports from 
St. I'otorsburg stale that a Rus-sian (-quad 
ron is goint; to Toulon and tlieiico to the 
L'ivant, when the French fleet already there 
will bo reinforced. The Ivliedive of EL'ypt 
is on a visit to the .Sultan of Turkey, and 
will urge the latter to use his suzerain 
rights to send a contingentof Turkish troops 
to Cai-'O. Members of tho diplomatic circle 
hero blame tho l^nglish policy in Egypt 
whieh permi's tho Khedive to openly oper- 
ate against England.
